Wisconsin, today became the "Pub- 
lic Service Commission" when Gov- 
ernor Philip LaFollette signed the 
Duncau bill. - 


-Established -primarily to 
handle 


railroad regulation, the commission 
now Is also charged with the regu- 
lation of public utilities, motor lines 
and securities. .Its new name im- 
plied its muntiplicity of duties. 


The bill renaming the body was 


introduced by Senator Thomas M. 
Duncan, Milwaukee • Socialist. More 
important than the changing of the 
commission's name are other pre- 
yisions of the new law in respect to 
public utility regulation. Essentially 
it Is "a measure to give the commis- 
sion greater control in the regula- 
tion of utilities. 


Under the terms of the new law, 


public utilities will bear the cost of 
investigations conducted 
by the 


commission in their behalf. Hither- 
to this expense has been borne by 
the state. The new law also gives 
the commission far-reaching juris- 
diction^ over, arrangements or con- 
tracts between Wisconsin utilities 
and outside-holding companies. 


Such contracts must be filed with 


the commission and, open to public 
Inspection under the new law. The 
original Duncan bill gave the,com- 
mission transcendant - power over 
utility holding companies but It was 
amended so as to be a compromise 
between- the proponents of the bill 
arid public, utility representatives. 
- Governor LaFollette also vetoed 
the Huber bill which would have 
baited the out of state traffic in 
small trout and whitefish from Lake 
Michigan. ' The " governor said the 
United States, constitution provides 
that no state shall, without consent 
6f congress, lay any Imports or du- 
ties on imports-or exports

Proposed Plan They'll 


Fly Near North Pole 


New York —(5>)— Col. and Mrs. 


Charles A. Lindbergh are conslde'-- 
Ing flying to China and Japan over 
an eastern route, which would bring 
them close to the North pole on a 
6,500 mile journey to the Orient. 


Col. 
Lindbergh is studying 
the 


possibilities of a great circle course 
across Greenland and Spitzbergen in- 
stead of taking the Bering straight 
route from the Pacific coast. 
,He Is making inquiries as to fuel 
and supply bases and stores along 
that northern route. 
The whole 


plan Is In a formative stage. 


At North Beach airport, Queens, 


mechanics installing pontoons have 
bsen ordered to put a water rudder 
on Lindbergh's Lockheed plane. The 
equipment under consideration in- 
cltides a'tent, a-rudder boat, two 
months food supply and radio ap- 
paratus. 


The northern-great circle route has 


been flown three times by the army 
round-the-world fliers; "Von Gronau, 
who made It last year in a Dornier 
flying boat, and by Parker Kramer 
and Bert Hassell of Rockford, 111., 
who lost their plane In a wreck In 
Greenland. 


There - have, also been flights to 


that part of the world by "Sir Hu- 
bert Wllkins and Captain Albln Ah- 
renberg, Swedish pilot who 
went 


searching for Amundsen after the 
wreck of the Italia. 


"The trip will be made some time 


this summer and we plan to fly to 
China and-Japan, and that is all 
we ourselves are sure of so far," 
said Lindbergh. 


TOKIO ENTHUSIASTIC

duce commodities in a far more ef- 
ficient method than foreign manu- 
facturers and therefore have noth- 
ing to fear, from their competition, 
Prof. Bober stated. 


In analyzing the factors 
which 


create the Ameiican efficiency, Dr. 
Bober pointed out that this country 
possesses the five main important 
factbrs necessary for efficient and 
profitable commerce. The five points 
are land and natural resources; good 
labor and a vigorous, healthy popu- 
lation; capital; business ability and 
organization powers; and a stable 
government and rigid laws to pro- 
tect industry and people alike. 


"Without all of these five factors 


In their favor no countiy can oper- 
ate efficiently, and we have noth- 
ing to fear from the inefficient man- 
ufacturer," he said. 


"Under the shelter of the tariff we 


lose a certain amount of our natural 
efficiency, 
but little by little we 


should gradually let down the tariff 
barriers and work towards an inter- 
national free trade basis. 


His recommendation was based on 


:he fact that, because of our super- 
ior advantages from a high degree 
of efficiency, we would gain more 
from free trade 
and 
unrestrained 


foreign competition than we 
now 


receive by way of tariff protection.

gress. To keep business 
normal,

to create labor in new industries! 


This is the tune when large indus- 
trial laboratories should be concen- 
trating on developing new products 
rather than labor saving machinery. 
Present conditions are fostering just 
this trend. Labor is being liquidated 
and it is not so essential for manu- 
facturers to install labor-saving ma- 
chinery.'

It is not easy to correctly gauge the 


quarrel of the Roman Catholic church 
with Mussolini or its dispute with the 
government of Spain. 


All churches tread upon shaky 


' ground when they approach political 


questions, not that priests and minis- 
ters lack the full rights of citizens but 
because there is a widespread and 
deep-rooted antagonism upon the part 
of people, even loyal communicants of 
all the churches, to the use of the pul- 
pit in the spreading of political propa- 
ganda or the advancement of anyone's 
political fortunes. 


In this country we have, perhaps, a 


somewhat similar situation. Some of 
the Protestant churches, and particu- 
larly the, Methodist church of the 
South, are crusading for prohibition. 
This is clearly within their rights be- 
cause temperance or any matter hav- 


- ing lo do with the use of intoxicants 


must always be classed as a moral 


, question. 
t 
' So the Roman Catholic church in 


taking up the cudgel for the worker 
and attempting by persuasion, reason- 
ing, and influence to accomplish a 
fairer distribution of the wealth and 
therefore' of the opportunities of the 
world, is likewise battling upon en- 
tirely safe because moral ground. 


The difficulty always comes in the 


practical application of the influence 
of these various churches. It is all 


, .right for Bishop Cannon to speak from 


H any Methodist pulpit in favor of the 
', retention of prohibition. But it is all 


•wrong for the bishop to collect money 
and expend it in the direct election of 
men for office. 
The bishop himself 


appears to be bewildered by the fact 
that many men of influence in his own 
church have • taken this stand and he 
probably does not see or understand 
the public antipathy to a churchman 
becoming directly concerned in a po- 
litical melee. 


But the difference has to do with a 


set and age-old prejudice against the 
church in politics and time is merely 
lost in attempting to explain the at- 
titude that the public takes in respect 
to the conduct of its churchmen. It 
may be an unfair attitude. It may be 
unreasonable. .But it is there. 


The same thing is true in respect to 


" the Roman Catholic church's recent 
stand. For priests, and the higher cler- 
gy as well, to criticize the prevailing 
economic standard and to use the force 
of persuasion—which is a mighty force 
—is quite within their rights. But to 
take the public stump in an avowed 
attempt to guide actual political action 
will meet the stubborn resistance of 
millions of people who may not under- 
stand exactly why they take that at- 


' titude but will take, it nevertheless. 


From the church we expect guidance 


and leadership, great helpfulness too, 
concerning these perplexing problems 
but the churchman who will accom- 
plish the most in putting preachment 
into practice is he who will never take 
direct political action. 


VALLEY FORGE ADDRESS 
President Hoover delivered at Val- 


ley Forge recently a great address, and 
probably because the language he used 
,to convey his thoughts was inspired by 
a deep and abiding conviction of the 
righteousness of his course. 


One sentence in particular stands 


out in its picture of the conflict of op- 
,posing political programs. It is this: 


'"For the energies of private initia- 
tive, of independence and a high de- 
gree of individual freedom of our 
American system we are offered an al- 
luring .substitute in the specious claim 
that "everybody collectively owes each 
of us individually a living, rather than 
an opportunity to earn a living, and 
the, equally specious claim that hired 
representatives of 100,000,000 people 
can do better than the people them- 
selves in thinking and planning their 
daily life." 


If it were only practical for a few 


.weeks, and without everlasting harm2 


to adopt the proposed system of "gov- 
ernrnent-run-everything," and return to 
our present system in safety one could 
safely vouchsafe the opinion that we 
would never thereafter hear an Ameri- 
can express the wish to throw the di- 
rection of his life under collective con- 
trol than to keep it in his own hands. 


MAIL ORDER DIVORCES 


If the rule of Judge Desort of Chicago 


is upheld Nevada will have quite a 
crimp put in its leading industry, di- 
vorces. 


That judge has issued an injunction 


against Mr. Joseph L. Sylvan prohib- 
iting him from" resorting to Nevada for 
the purpose of getting a divorce, it 
having been established before the 
court that Mr. Sylvan was about to 
take a short sojourn in Reno for a de- 
cree and then return to Chicago to take 
up the life of a bachelor. 


The judge wrote: "For Mr. Sylvan 


to leave the jurisdiction of his state 
for the sole object of evading its laws 
and depriving his wife and children of 
the opportunity of protecting their in- 
terests, which they could do were ac- 
tion brought here, is, under a mass of 
precedent created by the supreme court 
of Illinois, wrongful and I grant the 
injunction." 


Nevada, plunging around desperate- 


ly like a bucking broncho in order to 
get some easy money, has created a 
situation out of which great injustices 
may arise. 


What can a woman like Mrs. Sylvan 


with six children do in order to protect 
her rights when a divorce is sought 
2,000 miles away from her home ? Ob- 
viously she is at such a disadvantage as 
to amount in itself to a gross injustice. 


The prospect of leaving her family 


and going into a strange state among 
people, probably hostile to any attempt 
to set up marital rights, is a most un- 
pleasant one at best. 


For the stability of its divorce de- 


crees Nevada is depending on that 
provision of the federal constitution 
reading: "Full faith and credit shall 
be given in each state to the . . . 
judicial proceedings of every other 
state." And yet, about 25 years ago 
when the Wisconsin law prohibited re- 
marriage of divorced persons within 
one year our supreme court decided 
that a marriage" in Michigan solely 
for the purpose of evading the Wiscon- 
sin law, though valid where the cere- 
mony took place, would not be recog- 
nized in this state as contrary to the 
moral fundamentals of its institutions. 


If state courts generally refuse va- 


lidity to Nevada divorces, and they are 
upheld by the federal courts, Reno will 
have to find something new as a source 
of income. It might erect a home for 
bootleg kings and protect it with its 
national guard. Then it could have a 
new slogan, "No one is ever taken for 
a ride."

THE WAR ON TUBERCULOSIS 


Deaths from "tuberculosis become fewer. The 


dreaded disease is submitting- to control. Physi- 
cians 
admit the possibility of eradicating It, 


through health education and health regulations. 


And one of the factors contributing largely to 


this great achievement is careful guarding of the 
milk supply. By 10 years of persistent effort and 
the expenditure of more than four and a half 
million dollars, the 
State 
of Michigan 
has 


brought bovine tuberculosis to the vanishing 
point. It was a noteworthy victory. 


Now, however, the need of a change of policy 


is recognized to Insure conservation of what has 
been gained and to "continue progress. The or- 
iginal work which placed Michigan In the proud 
position of being one of the earliest states upon 
the 
accredited list, was made possible largely 


through money furnished by the counties. It was 
a good plan while local enthusiasm ran high and 
the people of each county were intent upon rid- 
ding their own cattle of tuberculosis. 


But since the task now narrows to that of 
•eneral supervision and watchful care to prevent 
any recurrence or spread of the disease In the 
State, It becomes a matter of State responsibility. 
?endmg in the Legislature is a measure provid- 
ng that the State Department of Agriculture 
:ake over and direct the work and assume the 
expense with an annual State appropriation of 
$225,000. The State Is In a position to continue 
bovine tuberculosis control more economically 
and effectively with Its wired purview than was 
possible by the former method. 


Of supreme Importance is it that there be no 


interruption of the work nor lessening of Its 
thoroughness. It Is a matter vitally affecting the 
entire State and should be under State control. 
—Th% Detroit News.

itch that men, women an* children 
contract when they walk barefoot 
anywhere that others have walked 
barefoot recently. Some big- nostrum 
maker, taking his cure from the 
success of the chap who invented 
the flattering name for foul breath, 
almost 
popularized this ringworm 


infestation by promoting- the idea 
that it is quite the rage among the 
bon ton. So now athlete's foot is 
as popular as athletic underwear. 
More than half of all college stu- 
dents have ringworm of the feet. 
Probably they contract it running

Madison —(XP) — The past -week 


marked governor LaFollette's third 
appearance before the legislature in

his address by rushing two of his 
major recommendations to passage 
and concurring in a third suggestion, 
but the senate failed to heed his plea 
for action and -went along •with the 
usual moderation.

bly chamber, where

addressed 


members of both houses, the lower 
house passed the Rowlands bill for 
an interim committee on banking 
"to report at a special session," and 
the Eber chain store licensing bill. 
Meanwhile the assembly 
judiciary 


committee introduced a resolution 
for an interim committee on unem- 
ployment. 


In 
his 
message 
the 
governor 


spanked the senate for thpice turn- 
ing down proposal to tax dividends. 
He emphatically declared all meas- 
ures seeking to raise property taxas 
would receive no executive support. 
He intimated, however, disapproval 
of the Groves surtax-income tax bill, 
passed by the assembly, which was 
believed to have been the administra- 
tion's answer to reversals suffered in 
the senate. This bill 
would

nearly $4,000,000. 


Senate In Good We«k 


In spite of its apparent indiffer- 


ence to the governor, the senate had 
a good •week. It passed the Loomis 
bill granting $1,700,000 state aid to 
high schools. A substitute measure 
which would have raised the money 
through a tax on dividends was re- 
jected. The Fons bill, appropriating 
$5,000,000 for unemployment relief 
was passed after four months delib- 
eration. Money under this measure 
would come from a surtax on in- 
comes and would go to towns, cities 
and villages, 60 per cent according 
to income tax collected in 1930 and 
40 per cent according to population. 
A fund to be known as "temporary 
unemployment relief fund," admin- 
istered by the governing bodies of 
the governing bodies of the munici- 
palities, would be created.

They seem to fear the singl^on 
Spade and doubleton Heart entire- 
ly too much, in view of the fact 
that partners have taken trouble 
to assure them that the bid is all 
right. 


Of course -where the suit be- 
comes longer and there is no pos- 
sible re-entry in the hand, It might 
be better to play the hand at a 
suit. 


In this particular case, however, 
North holds one entry card in the 
Ace of Clubs and one re-entry, 
possibly two ia view of the bid- 
ding, in the Diamond suit. 
It happens to be true that in 
this particular case five odd may 
be made at Clubs through finess- 
ing the Heart. But five odd may 
be made at No Trump without re- 
sorting to any finessa •whatever 


except against the marked Queen 
of Diamonds, unless East should 
happen to lead away from his 
King of Hearts instead ot leading 
a Spade, upon obtaining the lead 
with, the King of Clubs.

Wisconsin outpost 100 years ago, 
who literally made the effects of a 
shot go around the world, is to be 
honored near the scene where he 
performed medical experiments of 
international significance.

The surgeon was Dr. 'William 


Beaumont, pioneer physiologist of 
the United States. The Wisconsin 
Medical society is carrying forward 
plans for erecting a tablet to the 
memory of Dr. 
Beaumont, whose 


•studies in the field of digestion were 
the first significant conclusions in 
medical history and today stand in 
good authority. He was stationed at 
old Ft. Crawford along the Missis- 
sippi river here, and the marker, 
which will be affixed to a boulder 
will be- placed along U. S. highway 
18 near the site of new Ft. Craw- 
ford. 
It was a bullet wound that gave 


impetus to the experimentation. 


Dr. Beaumont, a Yankee, had 


served in the war of 1812 immedi- 
ately after being licensed to practice 
by the Third Medical Society of Ver- 
mont. 
After the war, he resigned 


from the army having served as a 
surgeon's mate, but reentered the 
service when the medical corps was 
reorganized. 
Commissioned a post 


surgeon, Dr. Beaumont was ordered 
to Ft. Mackinac, Mich. 


Accidental Shot 


Here, on June 6, 1S22, the shot, 


whose effects re-echoed throughout 
the civilized world in Dr. 
Beau- 


mont's conclusions from a series of 
digestive experiments, was fired.'A 
group of men -were lounging m the 
store of the American Fur company 
when a gun "was accidentally dis- 
charged and Alexis St. Martin, a 


French voyageur, fell wounded. Shot 
from a distance of three feet, the 
Frenchman suffered' a wound in the 
upper left abdomen which 
would 


have admitted 
a man's fist. Al- 


though his recovery was regarded 
as doubtful, St. Martin was placed 
under Dr. Beaumont's care and re- 
gained his health after nearly three 
years of nursing, although the open- 
ing remained in his stomach. 
Dr. 


Beaumont wrote later that "the in- 
jured parts are sound and firmly 
cicatrized, with the exception of an 
aperture in the stomach." 


In 1825, the idea that the open- 


ing afforded 
an - opportunity 
to 


study the digestion of foods occur- 
red to Beaumont, and he began in a 
desultory manner his first series of 
experiments. 


With a start made, Dr. Beaumont 


was ordered to Ft. Niagara, N. Y., 
and he persuaded St. Martin to ac- 
company him, only to see his sub- 
ject desert him when they drew close 
to the Canadian border. 


From that time on, Beaumont's 


hold on the irresponsible Frenchman 
was intermittent, and he lost track 
of the voyageur for several years.
